Red Cross 
Makes Plans 
For Year 

Other Students 
Begin P. T. Work 
This Afternoon 



The McGill detachment of 
the Cnnndlan Red Cross Corps 
held its special advance meeting 
on Friday, October 10,- for all 
women in the upper years who 
had, registered for the Corps. 
The Corps is a new addition to 
the War Service Training Pro- 
gram for Women, .and over fifty 
girls were present at the meeting 
to apply for admission into the 
Corps. 

The recruits for the Corps were 
measured for their uniforms on 
Friday, but will not be In posses- 
sion of them for another eight 
weeks as the orders must go to 
Toronto. The Red Cross girls will 
wear grey uniforms with the Mc- 
Gill crest and the Red Cross in- 
signia attached. Forage caps, with 
a strip of McGtll red, will also be 
worn. 

The deachment will be organized 
into companies and student Non- 
commissioned Officers will be In 
charge of these companies. Army 
organization is carried further in 
the detachment's physical training 
program, ns the Red Cross members 
will undergo Physical Drill in 
charge of Army Instructors. 

The courses of instruction in the 
Red Cross detachment will be divid- 
ed into two parts, in accordance 
with the division of the college 
year into two terms. During the 
first term, the members of the dC' 
tachment will study a course in 
Map Reading, and be taught the 
principles of organization in the 
Army, Navy, Air Force, and Red 
Cross. Members will continue, stiidy 
In further fields of specialization 
during the second term, during 
which time they will take courses 
in Air Raid Precaution, transport 
service, or auxiliary nursing. 

Physical Fitness courses for first 
year students will begin on Tues 
day, October 14, and the courses in 
War Service Training, will begin 
with the First Aid Class on Mon- 
day, October 20. A notice giving de- 
tails of hours appears on the R.V.C. 
notice board.

The German-Russian war seemed to have reached more advanced 
stages as the strategic town of Vyazma was reported to have been taken 
by the Nazis. In the same communique the Moscow report claimed tt 
have slowed the German bliU. According to BerUn, however, the Ger^ 
man army was said to have been one hundred miles from the Russian 
capital. 

: In London, it was officially announced that the R.A.F. had pounded 
the German industrial centres of Nuremberg, Bremen and Boulogne. 

Ever-increasing Insurgence was revealed in the fact. that 20'more 
executions took place in Bohemia and Moravia.

Washington Neutrality 

In the United Statés, the movement for repeal or amendment of 
Neutrality Act seemed to be reaching more militant stages. In a speech 
to the House of Representatives Foreign Affairs Committee, the Secretary 
of the Navy, Frank Knox, urged increased help to the allies, "... even 
at the risk of war." At the same time. President Roosevelt revealed that 
the United States was rushing great amounta of supplies to help 
Soviet Union's "brave defence." 

Defence Minister Ralston arrived in London' by plane yesterday, 
claiming this to be merely a routine trip. He said he had come " . 
merely to keep in touch with Canadian troops and review Canadian 
activities." He was accompanied by chief of the general staff, Major- 
General H. D. G. Crerar.

Third, Fourth 
Years Affected;

Today, McGill students in the 
third and /ourth years of medicine 
will start in on a program of 42 bi- 
weekly lectures In "naval, military, 
and aviation medicine." All first 
and second year men students — 
who are British subjccta,. medically 
fit— take a course of training which 
specifies six hours' drill and other 
training each week. 

This course, opening today for all 
studenta of third and fourth years, 
will be held in the lecture theatre 
of the Biolbglcal building. All non' 
British and women studenta must 
attend also) it was announced. 

The lectures will be given Tues 
days and Thursdays and are sche- 
duled to 'last approximately one 
hour each. Thus third and fourth 
year students will take two hours' 
training a week. 

The syllabus of training for the 
two "clinical years" — third and 
fourth— at McGUl is also under 
consideration by the University of 
Montreal for its studenta in like 
category, it was learned at the Mc- 
Gill medical faculty recently. 

Lectures to be taken by the third 
and fourth years are on the follow- 
ing subjects: camp sanitation, veh 
ereal diseases, tropical medicine, 
Immunology, and protective mea- 
sures, gas warfare, naval medicine 
aviation medicine, and military 
law, administration and' examina 
tlon of recruita as applied to medt 
cal officers. 

A plan similar to this for the 
medical studenta. has. been arranged 
for next year also.

Rev. Dr. JohmtM 
Addresses IVCF 

First Lnnclieon 
Of Series Held 
. At M.C.F. House 

Hie first of a series of bi-weekly 
luncheons, , to be held throughout 
the year, was given by the I.V.C.F 
on Friday, October 10, at the new 

McGlll Christian Fellowship House 
at 3445 Peel street. The address 
was given by the Rev. Dr. J. A 
Johnston of the Westmount Baptist 
Church. " : / 

Dr. Johnston mentioned the COU' 
temporary youth mobilizations in 
various countries for political pur 
poses, and he called for a mobiUza 
tlon of youth for Christ. Accord 
ing to Dr. Johitston,'thls moblliza 
tlon must begin with the Individ 
ual, who will find before him four 
clearly defined steps toward this 
goal of mobilization. 

The first step as outlined by Dr. 
Johnston Is enlistment under the 
banner of Christ. This enlistment, 
so said the speaker, is purely vol 
untary: "God doesn't burglarize 
our lives or crash the gates of per 
sonality." There has been, said Dr, 
Johnston, no adequate challenge tb 
our lazy lives, and one must enlist 
and, In the words of Paul, "accept 
stem discipline as a loyal ibldier of 
Christ." 

After enlistment, continued Dr, 
Johnston, the individual must con 
secrate himself to Christ's service, 
and must put this service before all 
lesser considerations. He will then 
make a new discovery,; as life 
opens before him: that. Chrlsttan 
life is not cramped and shackled 
but freed In Christ. 

The third step is to endeavour to 
satisfy Christ at all costs. As the 
aim of a soldier Is to gratify and 
satisfy his commanding officer, so 
must a soldier of Christ aim abov 
all to please Him, and obey His 
commandmenta. 

The final step, according to Dr, 
Johnston, Is reached when youth 
seta itaelf the. task of recruiting 
others. This work of recruiting 
others ,to Christ, in Dr., Johnston'; 
words, "confirms : the reality of 
one's own enlistment and brings 
unequalled joy." * 

Subsequent to the luncheon was 
the Hymn Sing, held on.

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Parades Begin 

Today marks the recommencement of 
military training at McGill. All British 
. students are shown the indulgence of the 
r government in that they are able to keep 
up their studies while non-university men 
are being called up for four months or 
V more of compulsory military service. Ka- 
; turally these lawmakers, to whom wo are 
' - .'indebted, hope that the general weal pros- 
pers by our advances in the educational 
field. 

So far all that is apparent is that uni- 
versity students have all profit and no rc- 
eponsibility in this matter. However, wo 
"^,^dct.hayo , the responsibility of regular at- 
? •S^^'^tendance at the parades of the McGill Re- 
eervo Training Battalion, the C.O.T.G., 
and the Air Force Wing. 

In the active army, there are few or no 
I'.^lt^V^^excuses acceptable for non-attcndanco at 
I)arades. In some parts of the country, 
. men who are members of the reser\'e army 
,1^ aavo been fined five dollars for missing 
' parades. We at McGill are subject to the 
flame military law and discipline as the re- 
serve regiments. A record is kept by Mc- 
Gill of parade attendance, and this record 
—known in military parlance as the parade 
state — shows that there were times last 
year when attendance fell down.' 

Sometimes the explanations given were 
good, but even so, repetition of such themes 
, ^ ^ as general debility, or malaise, shows a lack 
'"/of responsibility as far as patriotism is 
' . ieoncenied. It is up to us to show the pub- 
lic and government our appreciation by 
regular one hundred per cent, attendance 
'at parades. ' 

Credit to McGill 

In an editorial preceding the latest sal- 
vage campaign, wo suggested that the 
drive, if successful, would not only help 
; the war effort but that it would also re- 
.,^v;flect some credit upon McGill wherever 
; the news spread. 

That wo did not guess wrongly is shown

Musical Notés} 



BRUNO WALTER IN MONTREAL 

The orchestral seas'on opened brilliantly last 
week with 'the benefit for BrlUsh War Rellet 
which Bruno Walter, conducted In Plateau Hall 
on Thursday evening. Dr. Walter and the or- 
chestra gave their services, and the most glit- 
tering audience in the memory of this reviewer 
crowded the auditorium. 

What they heard was thricc-familiar music 
by Brahms, Wagner and Beethoven; performed 
not always with the highest virtuosity or the 
best intonation, but so knowingly and lovingly 
directed that nothing else mattered. And the 
combined orchestra passed the test remarkably 
woU. No group, surely, has ever been more 
persistently, guest-conducted than the local one; 
and what Walter did with It on Thursday eve 
ning Is more clinically IntercsUng than what 
ho would do with, let us say, the New York 
Philharmonic-Symphony, which plays with a 
musical stylo 'and independence that immunize 
it to the InfliimMTof a single guest-conductor's 
will.,; Witness,^ for example, the results of great 
Individuality In Brahms' C minor symphony. 
Wc were reminded that a great artist like Dr. 
Walter can renew the familiar works again 
and again in our experience. His Brahms' 
First is a thing of great tenderness, calm and 
warmhearted, so wise and big and lucid as to 
prove him a man who has spent a lifetime close 
to Brahms' music.. He sees design so penetrat- 
ingly, so in the whole, that his climaxes are 
never overreached, everything takes Its proper 
relation. His tenderness, his disposition to melt 
at something especially beautiful is the first 
thing one feels about him. 

The second half of the program was given 
over chiefly to Wagner. The famous critic who 
called orchestral sequences out of Wagner's 
operas "bleeding chunks" was not thinking of 
the Prelude and "Llcbcstod" from Tristan, or 
the Overture and Venusbcrg music of Tann- 
hauser. They are as separate works, with 
beings all their own, because Wagner deliber- 
ately made them so. Like the great Leonora 
Overture No. 3, and the Overture to Don 
Giovanni they bring the essential elements of 
the drama together in a self-contained piece. 
And, in the Tannhauser excerpt, to hear 
Wagner of the '40's (when the Overture was 
produced) suddenly mature fifteen years into 
the co'mposer of the Bacchanale is, whether 
you like Wagner or not, a fascinating prac- 
tical demonstration of how genius grows up. 
Waller plays this flood-tide of music brilliantly, 
and he exacted some very fine playinSi espe- 
cially from the string choir. 

The choice of Beethoven's Leonore Overture 
Nj>, 3 as a closing piece had an obvious cym- 
bollsm for Thursday's audience. The opera, and 
the overture itself epitomize the triumph of 
Freedom over Oppression, and this superb 
music, as Dr. Walter releases It has a tremen- 
dous impact. . 

When it was all over, the audience sat and 
cheered for fully fifteen minutes.

AT LOEW'S 

Orson Welles':,. "Cltiten Kane," now In lU 
second week at Loew'*,' Is à remarkably original 
picture that is certain to provide all who see 
It with an experience rarely It ever before de- 
rived from a screen production. That Is, ad- 
mittedly, a broad statement, but one that Is 
more than borne out by the many good things 
that crowd "Citizen Kane." 

Outstanding amongst the large number of 
impressive features in this film Is undoubtedly 
the stirring and almost incredibly flexible and 
controlled performance of Orson Welles, who 
also produced, directed, and had more than a 
minor hand in the writing of the picture. 
Throughout the length of its running time, 
"Citizen Kane" Is visible proof that Mr. Welles 
is A rare phenomenon of the theatrical world, 
with few, if any peers. 

The picture, released despite the threats of 
an eminent American newspaper czar, treats 
the turbulent career of a mulU-miUionaire pub- 
lisher, a megalomaniac who, with all the' wealth 
and' power he amasses, is essentially a man 
who inspires pity rather than awe. Though 
the mechanism by which the story is told— a 
series of interrupted flashbacks— is Itself not 
a new one. It Is used In "CUlzen Kane" In such 
a fresh, inspired manner as to afford an ad- 
mirable framework for an admirable piece of 
movie craftsmanship. 

Orson Welles clearly dominates the produc- 
tion from beginning to end, but his Mercury 
Actors, hitherto unkown to the screen, lend 
the picture a diversity of dramatic talent to 
provide first-class support for their ehlet 

Mr. Welles' resolve not to be tied down by 
movie tradition and all that goes^wlth it. Is a 
welcotne> promise of things to come In the 
movie world. For it was probably suspected by 
very few that so many new things could be 
Injected into the production of a moUon pic- 
ture. In addiUon to the dramaUc phase of this 
film, the technique of photography and sound 
reproduction ii revolutionary and. bad better 
be seen than described In a review. 

With Orson Welles In Hollywood there can 
be little danger of complacency and an artistic 
status quo In the movie capltoL For his 
"Citizen Kane" shows that Welles Isn't afraid 
of change In motion-picture technique and that 
the movies are capable of much that Is as yet 
untried. i — E.G.

Fred Astalre shows that the years have not 
dimmed the brilliance of his dancing feet. They 
still have the same magic in them as they did 
In pre-war years. He dances and wise-cracks 
his way through the picture in a way that Is a 
ioy to behold. 

The flimsiest part of the picture is the plot 
—Astalre is the stage director for Robert 
Benchley's shows. In an attempt to extricate 
Benchlcy from one of his innumerable scrapes 
with the fairer sex, AsUIro runs across Rita 
Hayworth, and requires the assistance of Uncle 
Sam in the form of the local draft board to 
extricate himself. But, as might be expected, 
this is no solution, for 'Rita's boy-friend who 
caused all the trouble is the O.C. of Astalre's 
training camp. From then on the situation Is 
more comical and ends up in the Inevitable 
happy ending. But it is good. 

Also showing is Chester Morris in "Meet 
Boston BUekie," which is a surprisingly good 
story of spying and intrigue Including murder 
and a secret bomb sight. — E.D.J.

AT THE PALACE 

"Hold Back the Dawn," with Charles Boyer, 

Olivia dc Havllland, and Paulette Goddard, 
lines up as one of the year's greatest romantic, 
heart-warming dramas. It is a well-balanced 
production in which the cast takes full advan- 
tage of the opportunities that the scenario 
offers. The love Interest is especially well 
handled: It Is the dominating theme, but does 
not cloy; instead, it keeps the audience pleas- 
antly amused whilst, at the same time, deeply 
touched. This romantic theme is capably syn- 
thesized with intrigue, pathos, and comedy to 
produce an 'entertaining, intcresUng movie. 

The presentation of the film Is rather un- 
usual The story opens with Boyer making his 
way to the "I Wanted Wings" set. There, after 
witnessing an actual "take," he proceeds to tell 
the director the story' of his life which becomes 
the film. (This scene has a significance which 
Hollywood did not intend it to posses: the act- 
ing of Veronica Lake présenta an intcresUng 
foil for the Irreproachlng histrionics of the 
three principals; especially does it offer a com- 
plimentary contrast to Paulette Goddard, who, 
like Veronica, portrays a "fast" woman.) 

The plot Is concerned with the Immigration 
regulation of the United States which allows 
only a definite yearly quota of immigrante 
from any one country. As this quota is usually 
filled years ahead of time, one often has to wait 
a long time for his turn to enter. Many wait 
in sleepy Mexican villages such as the one 
where Boyer, a suave man of the world makes 
his living preying on wealthy women, arrives, 
intending to continue his profession in the 
States. He stays at the "Hotel Esperantza," 
where hope so often and so quickly changes to 
despair, ending in suicide, for ail dread the 
thought of being bottled up forever In that 
lonely village— or worse still— of being forced 
to return to Europe. 

A way of getting around this regulation Is 
by marrying an American citizen. This Is 
where Olivia do Havllland comes In. She plays 
the part of a lonely young school-teacher who 
Is craving for some excitement, some relaxation 
from her routine, humdrum existence. Boyer, 
seizing his opportunity, in less than a day after 
their first meeting, wins Olivia's heart with his 
whirlwind, devastating technique and marries 
her. 

The rest of the story shows how Olivia's 
sincere, profound love brings about Boycr's re 
formation and wins bis love. This Is over- 
simplification, however, for there are many 
twists and turns, many 'interesting scenes to en' 
]oy before that happens. 

You may not enjoy this picture If you are 
not somewhat sentimentally, somewhat roman 
tically lncllned; but if you are, you will surely 
be entertained by it Boyer fans will be de- 
lighted by his classic wooing, at which he c» 
eels by far any other Hollywood leading man. 
Olivia de Havllland makes a charming Emmie, 
while Paulette Goodard gives a striking per- 
formance as "the other woman." As the garage 
mechanic, Billy Lee shines in a comedy role. 

A "Popular Science" short, a comedy, and 
the University of Southern California Band 
playing several numbers round off a diverting

'•The Mikado," by W. S. Gilbert 
and Arthur Sullivan, was presented 
by the High Schools' Opera of 
Montreal October 9th, 10th and 11th. 
This production is the most ambi- 
tious ever undertalcen by the High 
Schools, and was certainly an un- 
qualified success. 

Excellent performances were pro- 
vided by Patricia Langrldge and 
laii' MacKay In the comparatively 
minor . roles of Katlsha and the 
Mikado. Both their singing and 
acUng would have done credit to 
most professional -shows. Doreen 
AUton, as Yum-Yum, showed a 
well-trained voice of very pleasing 
quality and acted her part well. 
Basil Williams, as Pooh-Bah, pro- 
vided a very amusing and convinc- 
ing portrayal of the political jack- 
of-all-trades. 

AU the roles were very capably 
handled. In one or two cases, the 
voices sho'^ed immaturity In their 
quality, but the performance did 
not suffer in the least for It The 
acUng was In every case excepUon- 
ally good. , 

The choral work, especially on 
the part of the girls' chorus, was 
superb. This reflects great credit 
on Mr. Irvln Cooper, supervisor of 
music in the Protestant Schools, 
and all those working with him. An 
orchestra of professional musicians 
provided a solid foundaUon for the 
vocal work. 

Costumes and properties were 
prepared by the various high 
schools. Both were very good. 

There was, however, one feature 
of the performance which might of- 
fend the true Gilbertlan. That was 
several minor emcndaUons of the 
libretto, presumably calculated to 
add a local touch to the comedy. 
Apart entirely from the very cogent 
consideration that one cannot Im- 
pove upon the humor in Gilbert 
and Sullivan, the emendations were 
unsatisfactory and might just as 
well have been omitted. 

Judged by absolute standards, the 
performance was exceptionally fine. 
Considering Uiat the performers arc 
all high-school students, it bordered 
on the Incredible.

Editor, McGill Dally. 
Sir,— I would like In this letter 
to thank you for your editorial of 
Wednesday, Oct 8, on the question 
of education. I am pleased to sec 
that at last this all-important ques- 
tion Is gaining some attention on 
the part of the student body, which 
It so dhrecUy concerns. The purpose 
and absolute necessity of a good 
educational system for a well-or- 
ganized society have been amply 
pointed out In that editorial, but I 
believe that one would do well to 
look moro carefully at the situation 
as it stands today, and specifically 
in the province of Quebec. 

The faults In our educational 
system arc glaring. Let us look at 
few of them. In the first place, 
there is the question of adequate 
compulsory schooling; then there 
are the mulUtudinous questions of 
curriculum, vocational guidance, 
and adjustment of the pupil In home 
and society; tho.'te of training and 
selecting teachers; the slum school; 
rural education; complex problems 
such as relationship between teach- 
ers and pupils, and administration; 
and too many more to enumerate. 

A glance is sufficient to tell us 
approximately where we stand in 
these matters. Adequate compul- 
sory education in Quebec is visibly 
non-existent, where we see so 
many poor children forced to start 
earning their living at the age of 
eight or ten. Curriculum and the 
teacher's approach to his or her 
subject, are, to quota from your edi- 
torial, under the "heavy hand of 
tradlUon," personified by the notori- 
ous "school boards." Vocational 
guidance has not even been touch- 
ed upon. The training of teachers, 
and especially public school teach 
crs. Is pitifully inadequate, girls be 
ing turned out of high school, sent 
for one year to Macdonald college, 
and then hopefully placed in charge 
of the development of a consign 
ment of young souls in their most 
formative stages. Why, the great 
University of McGill Itself has only 
two courses in general cducaUonal 
principles, and there Is not even a 
prerequisite in psychology fOr a 
high-school teacher's diploma. , As 
for selection, we need only think 
back to some of the witches with a 
scml-medieval background and edu- 
cation, no feeling for children, and 
a streak of sadism, kept In their 
positions simply beeatue they had 
had only a few more years to go 
Ull they could be pensioned off, 
who "taught" us. And who will 
dare to say that the slum schools 
of Montreal are fit representatives 
of what twentieth-century civiliza- 
tion should and could be? Where Is 
the direct and ocUve co-operation 
necessary between social services 
and the slum schools' administra- 
tions? Where is the attempt to ad' 
just the child to his home and so 
clal environment, to prevent crime 
and gangsterism, and dragging ef 
feet on all the rest of the popula- 
tion, of slum breeding? Tliere has 
been hardly more than a stir In 
this direction, compared to the rest 
of the job to be done. And what 
about that hpothetlcal quantity in 
the province of Qubee— Rural edu 
cation? 

This Is but a glance at the situa 
tlon, but It- Is sufficient to show 
that one of the most Important of 
Uie branches of our social organ! 
zaUon has been shamefully— and, I 
will add, WILFULLY— neglected. 
What is to be done? I suggest that 
McGill is as good a place to start 
as any. Let us expand our Depart 
ment of EducaUon; let us have the 
teachers taught before they in turn 
begin to teach; and let the prob 
lems which I have named above be 
faced and attacked one by one, 
from the ground up. If this were 
done, we should ,soon have active 
bodies of stacere educationists or- 
ganizing intensive work for ameli' 
oraUon of exislting conditions; the 
government must be forced to real
